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ABSTRACT 

The paper deals with an additional list of 163 species comprising 61 families of flowering plants 
and Pteridophytes, to the Flora of Anamalai Hills,—“A Survey of the Flora of the Anamalai Hills in the 
Coimbatore District, Madras Presidency by C.E.C. Fischer in Rec. hot. Surv. India 9(1) : 1-218. 1921”. 


INTRODUCTION 

The present study is based on the collections made 
by the authors during the years 1961-1963. This 
study has been undertaken with the hope of revising 
Fischer’s Flora of Anamalai Hills. But owing to the 
various reasons the revision of this flora could not 
be undertaken at present. The authors could collect 
617 species comprising 399 genera and 126 families. 
But Fischer (1921) has reported 1,843 species com¬ 
prising of 831 genera and 149 families excluding 
Bryophytes and Fungi. Though the areas explored 
by Fischer has been taken up for botanical explora¬ 
tion by the authors, all the areas could not be ex¬ 
plored. However, the following regions have been 
more or less thoroughly explored. They are, foot of 
hills from Aliyar Dam to Attakatti ; Navamalai 
area, forests around Attakatti, Water falls Estate 
area, Waverly Estate area, Poonachi and Lower 
Poonachi area, Andiparai shola (partly), Kaverkal, 
forests near lyerpadi and Valparai, Cinchona Plan¬ 
tation area, forest slopes upto Topslip. Attempts 
have been made to collect plants from Akkamalai 
grass hills, Kariyanshola and Thunkadavu area, 
but could not be thoroughly explored due to un¬ 
avoidable circumstances. Beside these regions, the 
following regions are yet to be explored thoroughly 
—slopes near Udumaipet, Thirumurthiswanu Koil 
area, Amaravathi R. F., Kukkal Block, Pichamalai 
area, forests near muais etc. 

Though the authors have collected 617 species 
comprising 126 families, only the additions namely 
163 species comprising 61 families alone are enume¬ 
rated below. In the additional list, some of the in¬ 
troduced as well as ornamental plants have also been 
included because they are almost naturalised or 
running wild in these mountains. 

The following data are given for each species- 


critical notes, flowering or fruiting, month of collec¬ 
tion, locality and field number. The classification 
of Bentharn and Hooker is followed with delimita¬ 
tion of Hutchinson’s classification in splitting up of 
a few families. The species under ^ach family are 
arranged in an alphabetical order. Every attempt 
has been made to bring the nomenclature upto date. 

Species not reported by Fyson (1932) in “The 
Flora of the South Indian Hill Stations” are indi¬ 
cated by an asterisk mark.
